Tin's tar is the ordinary tar which you see 
boiling in the streets for walks and ronfs. 


They now wash the gas. 
They call it 


scrubbing it. 


This is dmiu by 
filling a largo vessel, 


which looks like ft perpendiculnr steam 
boiler, Imlf full of wood, laid crosswoysr. 
Then ten thousand stsams of cold Ooton 
water arc spurted through 
this boiler. 


Through the mist and rnin, and between 
tho wet^Rticks of wood, the gas passes— 
coining out washed and cleansed. 
The am- 


monia condenses, joins the water, and falis 
to tho bottom.

;iassed through vats of Jime mid oiide of 
,roj!, which takes out tho carbonic acid, sul- 
ihureted hydrogen and ammonia."

:ho"big station meter, then through t"S 
mains and pipes, till it reaches the gas jot 
»your room.
